She left 
the city with her two children, both 
ot them beautiful youngsters, and 
has since been in Saskatchewan.

It ia only the raw edges of a great 
work that can be seen now at Clover 
Bar, where the massive G. T. P. 
bridge across the Saskatchewan is 
under construction. 

But that it is a great work even 
the veriest novice at bridge-building 
will realize on visiting it. The long 
low shacks of grten lumber are un- 
imposing when seen from a distance, 
and the evidences of the long win- 
ter's work are not at once apparent, 
the pile-<driver and excavator with 
all their complement of machinery 
having been removed from the river 
until the ice gives out. 

But a revelation comes after a few 
minutes of close survey of the works. 
Beehives of men on the hillsides are 
at work excavating for the pedestals 
that will uphold the steel superstruc- 
ture, and what seemed at first cor- 
rals on the ice resolve themselves in- 
to a chain of projected piers, 90 feet 


What Has Been Accomplished. 

The severest winter on record in Al- 
berta’s history has not deterred the 
hardy bridge-builders, and all winter 
long the frozen Saskatchewan has 
resounded to the thud of pile-driving 
machinery and the creaking of the 
“orange-peel bucket“ excavator. 

With this result—that sheer 
through the ice and 27 feet below 
low-water level the massive piles have 
been sunk for the four coffer-dams, 
where the piers of concrete will rise 
netx summer, 100 feet in height. In 
addition to this the excavation for 
one pier and several pedestals is 
Hecmiplate, and the concrete filling of 
the end pier is made to a depth of 
over 30 feet. 

To Protect Piers Fro mice. 

Each of the coffer-dams is protect- 
ed by a V-shaped breakwater of piles 
whose bruised, splintered heads tell 
a story of the tremendous impact of 
the steel hammer. They are sunk 
deep and stand high above the ice, 
so that even should the Sasaktche- 
wan break up in ugly mood this 
spring it is believed the piers will 
remain unharmed by the ife-flows. 

A Big Gang of Men. 

Over 200 men are at work in the 
camp, not including the gangs at the 
gravel and sand pits situated a cou- 
ple of miles away. Eighty horses, 
sleek, powerful, handsome animals, 
are used in the various branches of 
work, and from supervising engineer 
down to chore-boys the camp is un- 
itedly proud of them. 

Ge- Motoring on the Saskatchewan. 

Altogether the G.T.P. bridge camp 
is a sight worth going to see. And 
the going has possibilities in itself, 
when one spins down the frozen riv- 
er in a big motor-car, trundled out 
from its stall in response to the curi- 


osity of the Bulletin’s representative 
concerning bridge-building. 

A memorable ride that! For it was 
at first half a slide down the black 
mud of Mill Hill, with its narrow 
road and many windings on the cliff 
slide; then a scamper down the icy 
road in the middle of the Saskatche- 
wan. And after luncheon at the 
calnp the big red motor cat whirled 
back at a breathless rate over the 
road which was now hidden beneath 
several inches of water. 

The water splashed before the car 
like a rainstorm, and churned in its 
wake like a turbulent mountain 
stream. 

This was a motoring trip beyond 
words of description—one to which 
the white Saskatchewan's banks with 
their marshalled forces of bare pop- 
lar and cottonwood lent a highly pic- 
turesque setting. Its element of in- 
congruity had the charm even to 
move stolid Galicians and quietly- 
curious half-breeds to smiles. 

It was fine enough and unique 
enough for a place in the programme 
of rare outings on a royal tour 

Plan of the Camp. 

On the south side of the river, 
where the work is mainly being car- 
ried on now, the camp is built to ad- 
vantage for the accommodation of 
over two hundred men. There are 
two bunk-houses, of which one is for 
Galicians, 

Another is in course of erection, 
while to the west end a number cf 
individual shacks and tents have 
been raised by men who prefer to be 
masters of their own abodes however 
small. 

Even here there is evidence of the 
cosmopolitan nature of the camp’s 
population. A man from Kansas has 
felled trees, and built a tiny log 
cabin as settlers do in his native 
state. An Englishman captured the 
top of a prairie schooner for his lodge. 
The Scotchman’s tent has a shelf of 
books and a business-like table with 
sketches strewn about, indicative of 
the Scotchman’s industry. 

A small frame building within the 
camp’s limits is used for a reading- 
room, and occasionally as a church. 
A quaint old spinnet, whose keys 
still give out harmony, a Bible on 
the desk, and a rack of magazines and 
papers give color and life to the bare 
building and its rows of crude 
benches. 


The’ Day's Work. 

The coffer-dams which mark the 
first steps toward the erection of 
massive concrete piers, are enclosed 
with a frame of sheet piling in three 
thicknesses, neatly dove-tailed to- 
gether. Within this at a distance of 
three feet, forms“ have been built 
of 10x10 timber in the shape of the 
pier. The space between the forms“ 
and sheet piling will be filled with 


mud, and as soon as the ice breaks 
the water within the forms will be 
pumped out by centrifugal pumps, 
leaving it dry and ready for the con- 
crete filling. 

Up on the banks at the cement 
house, where the concrete is being 
prepared, is one of the most inter- 
esting phases of this immense work 
undertaken by the May-Sharpe Com- 
pany. There two small engines pul- 
fing mightily, turn as many mixers, 
into which alternately sand, gravel 
and cement are dumped—only to turn 
out in less than two minutes a quan- 
tity of excellent concrete. 

Anindustrial Drill. 

To one of these mixers of cubic 
shape, which revolves unceasingly in 
the cog-wheel in which it is set, men 
come with soldierly precision every 
two minutes, dumping neatly into the 
hopper alternate barrow-loads of ma- 
terial. They race lightly back to 
their posts, hurriedly fill the bar- 
rows and stand at attention until the 
mixer disgorges its contents into a 
wooden spout, when they again race 
to the hopper and empty their bar- 
rows. It is an interesting bit of in- 
dustrial drill typical of an age when 
the world’s battles are being fought 
in great financial houses rather than 
on battlefields. 

Outside the cement-house that out- 
put of the mixer is dumped into a 
dump-car, which has been specially 
designed by Mr. Dunlop, the foreman 
of the works. The car is a com- 
promise between the ordinary dump- 
car for concrete and that for coal, 
and does its work of conveying con- 
crete to the land-pier, most effective- 
ly. 

The Staff and Foreman. 

Its designer, Jack Dunlop, a strong, 
rugged Scotchman, who looks if he 
had stepped out of one of Ralph 
Connor's books, is the controlling 
genius of the camp. It is not al- 
ways an tasy matter to control camps, 
but Jack Dunlop has been control- 
ling camps and gangs of men for 
years and, so the men say, has a 
“wonderful way with him”: quiet- 
voiced, cheery, resolute—a strong per- 
sonality. 

With hi mat luncheon there gath- 
ers in the Engineers’ mess-room a 
dozen or so of bronzed, capable men 
who are doing, each in their own 
way, a share of the work that is to 
transform one portion of the west- 
ern wilderness” of tomorrow. 

It is pioneering work, but the men’s 
quarters are hygienic. The water- 
supply of the camp is obtained from 
a spring high up on the hillside, and 
the tables in the various mess-rooms 
were laden with wholesome and in- 
viting fare. 

Altogether the lot of a bridge-build- 
er seems a fairly desirable on at this 
period of Canada’s deveopment.
